New Cleanup Ordinance 
To Go Before Council 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Enactment of a modern new ordinance regulating the sale of food 
and drinks will be asked in city council Monday, and the state nutri- 
tion committee. headed by Miss Lurine Collier, has decided to support 
improved sanitation of public eating places in other Georgia cities. 


The new 
modeled after the United States 
Public Health Service code regu- 
lating eating and drinking estab- 
lishments and is designed to re- 
place the existing outmoded 27- 
year-old regulations which lack 
teeth and adequate enforcement. 


MUST INCREASE STAFF 


Dr. James F. Hackney, director 
of the city health department, 
gaid adoption of the new ordi- 
nance will mean that from $10,000 
to $12.000 must be added to pay- 
roll accounts to provide adequate 
enforcement, and said he will pre- 
pare proper measures to obtain 
the needed funds immediately. 

The present staff of nine de- 
partmental inspectors will be in- 
creased to 11. An engineer to di- 
rect the division and to co-ordi- 
nate its operations with other ac- 
tivities of the health department 
and additional laboratory facilities 
will be provided, along with a 
technician to test samples of foods 
and drinks which will be taken 
periodically from licensed estab- 


lishments. 


All local eating places will be’ 


graded under the new ordinance, 
and will win their grade on the 
decree of sanitation provided. 
After one year, only grades “A” 
and “B” may operate in Atlanta, 
with the exception that itinerant 
eating places can obtain 14-day 
permits for carnivals. fairs, etc.

Reds Seek 


Voice in 
Japan 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—(#)—Rus- 
sia was reported tonight to have 
asked a voice in determining Gen. 
MacArthur’s policies in Japan and 
the rest of the Far Pacific. 

A reliable source said this pro- 
posal had been presented to the 
Big Five council of foreign minis- 
ters. The representatives of the 
major powers had been discussing 
minor matters in the absence of 
any agreement on the European 
peace settlements they were direct- 
ed at Potsdam to chart. 

Soviet Foreign Commissar V. M. 
Molotov was understood to have 
suggested that an inter-Allied com- 
mission be created as part of Mac- 
Arthur’s adminigtrative machin- 
ery. Such a proposal would be in 
line with recent protests in Rus- 
sian newspapers against MacAr- 
thur’s occupation policies. 


BYRNES OBJECTS

NAVY PONDERS 
SHIPYARDS FATE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.— 
(P)—The Navy, which hasn’t 
finally made up its mind re- 
garding disposal of certain 
government-owned shipyards, 
indicated today some might be 
sold or leased if “satisfactory 
agreements” are made. 

The yards were included in 
a list of shipyards supplied 
the House Naval Committee 
yesterday about which, a Navy 
spokesman explained today, 
the Navy has not made up its 
mind. 

He added, however, that the 
yards could be bought or 
leased providing contract 
terms were satisfactory to the 
government, and if it was 
“clearly understood” that they 
are to be available to the 
Navy in a future emergency. 

Barring the possibility of 
sale or lease, the Navy indi- 
cated to the naval committee 
that it will retain the activi- 
ties until such ‘time as it will 
reach a final decision to dis- 
pose or not.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(/P) 
Attributing the action to idleness 
caused by rapidly spreading 
strikes, a Republican-Democratic 
coalition on the House Ways and 
Means Committee today pigeon- 
holed all proposals for more pay 
for the unemployed. 

“The strike feature was the de- 
ciding factor in the committee ac- 
tion,” Rep. Knutson, of Minnesota, 
senior ways and means Republic- 
an, told reporters. “There are so 
many out on strikes it is impossi- 
ble to tell just Wiat the unem- 
ployment problem is,” 

The vote was 14 to 10, with 10 
Republicans voting soldily for the

ocrat, Rep. Mills, of Arkansas. 


Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, announced the 
committee will turn tomorrow to 
the first peacetime tax bill, ex- 
ected to ease the heavy wartime 
urdens. 

Today’s action sidetracked all 
bills embodying President Tru- 
man’s proposals that the govern- 
ment guarantee the unemployed 
up to $25 a week for 26 weeks, 
by supplementing state jobless pay 
programs. 

It was the severest rebuff the 
President has received from con- 
gress which he left five months 
ago to enter the White House.

U. S. Considers Loaning Britain

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The 

possibility of extending a loan of 
several billion dollars to Great 
Britain in actual hard gold from 
the $20,000,000,000-plus under- 
ground stockpile at Fort Knox, 
Ky., is being considered in Ameri- 


can circles as a potential solution 


to Britain’s monetary dilemma, it 
is learned authoritatively.

LOWER RATES DISCUSSED 

As noted, there are those in the 
American group who believe that 
a physical gold loan may be the 
best answer to the problem. 

Meanwhile, it was reported in 
administration circles that a plan 
to lower interest rates on foreign 
loans extended by the Export-Im- 
port bank had been discussed at 
a White House cabinet meeting 
yesterday. An authoritative source 
said that as a result the way was 
now clear for the extension of 
loans to France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands. 

Interest rates now charged by 
the bank vary with the type of 
loan, but generally range around 
3% per cent. 

Foreign Economic Administra- 
tor Leo Crowley revealed that a 
$50,000,000 loan to Norway had 
been approved by the Export-Im- 


'port bank, but had not yet been 
‘accepted by the Norwegian gov-

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Navy Sets 


Its Needs 
At 500,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—( UP) 
The White House revealed today 
that the Army now has decided to 
cut its size to 1,950,000 by next 
June 30, a reduction of 550,000 


under previous estimates. 

The War Department previously 
had contemplated a 2,500,000-man 
Army by next July 1. The lower 
figure apparently reflects an an- 
ticipated reduction in occupation 
needs. 

The disclosure came in an an- 
nouncement that President Tru- 
man has asked congress to cancel 
an additional $28,692,772,000 in 
Army appropriations no longer 
needed because of diminished re- 
quirements. The War Department 
will return an additional $500,000 
to the Treasury from funds still 
available in special replacing ac- 
counts. 


TO REVIEW SITUATION 

In a letter to congress, Mr. Tru- 
man said he planned a further re- 
view of military needs and would 
“recommend such further adjust- 
ments as conditions warrant.” 

He said the Army reduction 
will leave enough money for re- 
search, limited procurement of 
new weapons, and production on 
a reduced scale of new types of 
aircraft. 

V. Adm. Louis E. Denfield, 
chief of naval personnel, told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee 
meanwhile that the Navy expects 
to recruit a peacetime force of 
500,000 without the necessity of 
universal training. He added, how- 


ever, that this does not mean the 


Navy has dropped its support of 
universal training. 

A hint of more cuts in Army 
personnel was given by Gen. 
Marshall, chief of staff, in an ap- 
pearance before congress last week 
to explain demobilization proce- 
dure. 

BASED ON JAPAN 

He said that the 2,500,000 figure 
C—‘"which apparently has been so 
disturbing to you gentlemen”— 
was arrived at for the purpose of 
budget estimates before it was 
known how Japan would react to 
surrender. Since then, he said, a 
more definite basis for calculation 
was arrived at.

Hamburger 
Due To Come 
Ott Ration 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. — 
(P) — Hamburger, sausage and 
luncheon meats will become ra 
tion-free Oct. 1, when point values 
on about 15 per cent of the total 
meat supply will be reduced to 
zero, it was disclosed tonight. 

It also was revealed that house- 
wives will be given four red points 
and four cents a pound for fat 
salvage after Sept. 30, double the 
value in points and cents now 
given. The agriculture department 
recommended the increase because 
of the critically short supply of 
fats and oils, 

The three lower grades of beef— 
canner, cutter and utility—will be 
made ration-free next month, and 
red points may not be required for 
lower grades of lamb and veal. 


There was less cheerful news 
about the clothing stuation as it 
was disclosed that there will be 
less low-priced clothes produced 
during the rest of this year than 
OPA had hoped. 

The OPA said the fabric supply 
situation indcated that manufac- 
turers needed temporary price re 
lief, and that a return to 1943 aver- 
age prices would mean a drastie 
j readjustment.

From the proving ground of 
war has come a new all-Georgia 
synthetic rubber called wagum— 
more wearable, under certain 
conditions, and more resistant to 
the elements and to gasoline, oil 
and grease damage, than natural 
rubber, 

Product of an Atlanta inventor, 
Hans P. Wagner, wagum already 
is being produced in commercial 
quantity by the American Wagum 
Rubber Company, supported 100 
per cent by. Georgia capital and 
headed by an Atlantan, Armand 
May. 

The company is now operating 
in a plant in Akron, Ohio, but 
plans for erecting a manufactur- 
ing plant in the Atlanta area al- 
ready are in process of comple- 
tion. The Atlanta plant will man- 
ufacture a number of wagum 
rubber articles, according to May. 

Dr. J. Edwin Hutchman, At- 
lanta consulting chemical engineer 
who will read a report on the new 
synthetic Friday before the Geor- 
gia section of the American Chem- 
ical Society in Atlanta, says that 
wagum differs from the standard 
rubber synthetic in that an or- 


ganic sulfide is introduced in the 


manufacture. All materials for 
producing this sulfide, he says, are 


available in Georgia, either in the 


natural state_or in ‘manufactured 
form,

Tests of tires recapped by wa- 
gum in comparison with recaps of 
standard synthetics reveal, accord- 
ing to Dr. Hutchman, that wagum 
provides from 20 to 70 per cent 
more wear. The advantage, ac- 
cording to the tests, some made 
in Atlanta by the Atlanta police 
department, is greatest at prolong- 
ed high speeds. 

Dr. Hutchman says that com- 
parative measurements of wagum 
and buna-s recap temperatures, 
made periodically during long 
runs at high speeds, reveal that 
the heat build-up in wagum re- 
caps, above the normal summer 
road temperature, is only half that

Takes Control of Resources, Industry 


BERLIN, Sept. 25.—(UP)—The 
Allied Control Council laid down 
the law for Gefeated Germany in 
detail today with the announced 
intention of crushing forever the 
German military tradition. 

A 4,000-word codification of the 
rules, responsibilities and_re- 
quirements for Germany ex- 
plained what the Allies meant in 
June in their first proclamation 
announcing assumption of com- 
plete authority over the German 
nation. 

The proclamation, written in 
careful legal language, places the 
siamp of legality on the rules un- 
der which Germany already was 
being administered and gives the 
German people full information 
on the extent to which Allied au- 
thority will be imposed.

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Labor's Untimely Revolt 


Despite the efforts of the reorganized 
Labor Department, the strike situation 
grows hourly worse. 

An estimated 350,000 workers have 
walked off jobs in critical industries and 
several times that number have demanded 
strike votes or otherwise signified their in- 
tention of joining the exodus. 

x * * 

LIKE AN EPIDEMIC, the wave of 
strikes is spreading across the country. 
From Detroit, the original trouble spot 
where 100,000 are now idle, the fever has 
grown until the entire nation may very 
well be shortly faced with industrial pa- 
ralvsis. 

In the majority of the instances, the 
strikes stem from a demand for wage in- 
creases sufficient to make pefcetime 
take-home pay the equivalent of overtime 
swollen war wages. 

This means, since most workers have 
been reduced to 40 from 48-hour weeks— 
the last eight at time and a half—that wage 
increases of roughly 30 per cent are de- 
manded. 

” ” * 

EMPLOYERS, on the other hand, point 
out that in most instances wages during 
the war were increased the full 15 per cent 
allowed by the Little Steel formula; that 
rigid government price controls prevent 
the passing of any portion of rising costs 
along to the consumer; that there is no way 
to determine at this time many conditions 
which must be taken into account before 
long-range commitments can be made. 

Meanwhile, the government is greatly 
concerned—and well it should be—lest the 
spreading industrial strife result either in 
the hamstringing of our reconversion pro- 
gram or in the precipitation of postwar 
inflation. 


Georgia To Have Time 


On next Monday, October 1, Georgia 
will realize its long-sought goal of time 
uniformity. 

After Sunday, when a congressional 
resolution abolishing wartime goes into ef- 
fect nationally, the entire state will revert 
to eastern standard time. 


This was provided by an act of the 1943 
legislature. It means simply that the ma- 
jority of the state, which has been using 
central war time, will undergo no change 
while coastal cities which have been using 


All are agreed that, properly ap- 
proached, this nation faces a peacetime 
prosperity of unprecedented proportions. 
Most realize that, thanks to wartime 
price controls and wage stabilization, we 
have thus far done a splendid job of re- 
tarding inflation. And certainly all 
thoughtful persons, both in and out of la- 
bor, must admit that it would be a tre- 
mendous tragedy if, because of short- 
sighted selfishness on anyone’s part, we 
muffed the reconversion ball and laid our- 
selves open to the economic disaster which 
inevitably follows wild-eyed inflation.

THE PUBLIC, which is just getting 
used to the idea of unlimited gasoline once 
again, has no sympathy for those who 
would force a return to rationing. 

Americans, struggling along with mod- 
els six, seven and eight years old, want a 
new car as soon as possible. They will not 
tolerate those who have seized this oppor- 
tunity to shut down the entire automotive 
industry. 

Already there is growing public senti- 
ment for more stringent legislation to 
make labor discharge its responsibilities. 

Already there is talk of repealing the 
entire Wagner act and setting up anti-labor 
legislation which, as the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch so adequately puts it, “will make 
the Smith-Connally act look like a picnic 
in the park.”

One who fails to file state returns, savs 
Attorney General Cook, “defies the power 
of the state, disregards his duty as a law- 
abiding citizen, and shows thereby a de- 
gree of selfishness and disregard for his 
fellow man that is entirely out of harmony 
with the process of organized government.” 


As revenue commissioner, says Cook, 
Thompson is empowered to seek indict- 


ments against those who violate the law 
by refusing to file income tax returns. 


This being the case, one hopes that the 
commissioner will move with all alacrity 
to bring to the bar of justice those who 
have sought to defraud the state of proper 
income tax payments. The average citizen 
will bear his tax burden with much great- 
er grace if he is thus assured that there is 
an equitable distribution of the load. 


Commissioner Thompson may rest as- 
sured that he will have the enthusiastic 
support of the good citizens of the state if 
he launches an all-out campaign to prose- 
cute tax dodgers, wherever they be found.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Washington isn't com- 
fortable. As a matter of fact, it never has been. 
From the time it was laid out as a muddy- 
Streeted village, it has never been comfortable. 

Yet, it always has been a realistic pce. And cynical. 
Washington always suffers over the truth, even though it usually 
ignores the truth, or at least circumvents it. Washington always 
is politics. 

Today there are two chief topics. 

One is the atomic bomb. 

The other is politics, and the fact is that they are just wild 
about Harry. 

But not sc wild about Harry S. Truman, President of the United 
States. 

They knew Harry. Sen. Harry Truman was their associate and 
friend, a smart, able fellow who knew his politics. They knew him 
pretty well as vice president. He dropped into their offices and 
struck a blow for iiberty. Or he just talked. 

They were just wild about Harry. 

But they don’t quite understand President Truman. 

He never gets in there and butts heads with them. Roosevelt 
did. He liked it. He took an issue just so far and then, if it 
didn’t work out, he went to the mat. There were many illustra- 
tions of it, the most historic being the so-called purge of senators, 
and the supreme court fight.

That is why the recent caucus of Republican congressmen snowed 
so much rancor against Truman.

There is a great pressure for the party 
to divest itself entirely of all liberal elements, and frankly to be- 
come a conservative party. This would mean a divorce from all 
the old Willkie men, the Stassen supporters and even some of the 
Dewey crowd. The idea would be that the Republicans would stand 
out definitely against al] the social legislation, all the social re- 
forms of the past 20 years, and try to go back to 1920, or back 
to Mark Hanna.

Life Warms Over 
An Old Sensation 


WASHINGTON.—Life magazine. in its cur- 
rent issue, makes a further muddling contri- 
bution to the Pearl Harbor controversy by print- 

ing charges that President Roosevelt was forewarned of the Japa- 
nese attack and thereby threw himself open to the charge of be- 
traying the interests of the United States in failing either to fore- 
stall or mitigate the blow. 

The magazine, in an article written by one of its editors. John 
Chamberlain, goes on to say that Gov. Thomas E. Dewey learned 
long before the 1944 election that we had cracked the Japanese 
“ultra” code “some time prior to Pearl Harbor and that Mr. Roose- 
velt and his advisors knew what the Japanese were going to do 
well in advance of the overt rupture of relations.” 

Dewey, we are informed, was considering using this information 
in the presidential campaign. He was restrained from doing so, 
we are told, by a highly confidential communication addressed to 
him by Gen. George Marshall, Army chief of staff, who is said to 
have warned him of the grave injury that would result to the 
United States if the Japs were tipped off to the fact that we had 
broken their most secret code. 

The magazine goes on to make the rather schoolboyish conjec- 
ture that if Dewey had spilled the beans, linking it with a charge 
of Roosevelt betraying the interests of the United States, the politi-

Nothing having happened to bear out their 
previous warnings, we may not have taken them too seriously the 
time they turned out to be right. 

By breaking the Jap secret code we and the British were pretty 
well informed on the treacherous plans of the Nipponese. as Life 
says. Secretary of War Stimson’s diary, as revealed in the Army tn. 
vestigating board's report, shows that some two weeks before Pear! 
Harbor Mr. Roosevelt, at a meeting of the war council. predicted 
the sneak attack would come six days before it actually did.

The two years and three months we spent in solitary confinement 


in the Nanking prison are like a grey blur. 


Punctuated here and 


there with incidents which terrified, enraged, or saddened us. 
- Day in and day out it was the same thing—sitting in our cells 


with nothing to occupy our time. 


After we got to know our guards 


better we sometimes kidded them about Japan losing the war. Gen- 
erally, this infuriated them and often they’d draw their swords and 


threaten us. 

Then we’d laugh and beckon 
them to come into the cells and 
carry out the threat, but they 
never did. 
us, though. Many times they'd 
curtly refuse to let us’ exercise 


in the morning—the one bright | 


spot of each day. 
REFUSED FUOD 

A few times they refused to give 
us our meager food—rice and 
soup. All of us were afflicted at 
various times with diarrhea and 


‘to cure us the guards would give 


us nothing but the water off the 
cooked rice. 

But if a guard became angry 
he’d often serve nothing but this 
rice wa‘er for a few days just to 
punish us, 

We virtually never saw a doctor. 
Once Capt. Nielsen was very sick 
and his ankles

He pleaded with a guard 
to call. a doctor and one finally 
came. He prescribed 15 yeast pow- 
ders for Nielsen. t 

So, you see, the guards exer- 
cised a life and death power over 
us. It wasn’t wise to push them 
too far. 

KEPT IN SILENCE 

The guards had a rule that we 
were not to talk at exercise time, 
but we never obeyed it. However, 
if we talked too much the guards 


‘ended the exercise period and 


wouldn’t let us out the next day. 

On the other hand, if they felt 
good, they would sometimes invite 
us to participate in their wrestling 
game. The idea was to force your 
opponent’s arms or legs to the 
ground. 

The guards wrestled constantly. 
But when they wrestled with us 
they’d kick or strike us in the 


‘groin if we happened to be get- 


ting the best of it, so we didn’t 
accept their invitations to wrestle 
too often. 

The rule against talking at ex- 
ercise time was particularly irk- 
some—not that we had anything 
particular to say. But just to hear 
each other's voices was good.

HYDE PARK, Monday.—No one will be 
grudge Secretary Stimson his well-earned rest.

He must often have 
wanted, in the past few years, to remind people 
of his efforts to awaken Great Britain and our- 
selves to the menace of the Japanese when they 
first entered Manchuria. He is a far-sighted

A reader wants to know how to_ 
lose 30 pounds without losing her |

her reduce steadily, but not too 
fast. 

She is right about the excess 
weight being a drag on her health. 
There is no strength in excess fat. 
It’s an added burden. Anyone 
feels more fit and has greater en- 
durance with weight nearer nor- 
mal. 

In reducing, the rate of loss can 
be controlled by the number of 
calories in the daily diet. Let’s 
see how it works out: Any over- 
weight woman can safely leave 
500 to 100 calories a day out of 
her daily menus, provided she 
takes the balance of the calories 
in the protective nutrients that | 
take care of daily wear and'| 
tear and allow the system to con- 
tinue running smoothly.

Balanced slimming menus range
